SOIL. A rich well-drained loam, loosened by the ad- 
dition of sand or peat moss, is best. Make certain that 
the collar of the plant is set 2 to 3 inches below the surface 
of the soil. Firm the soil well around the roots. Water 
frequently in dry weather. 

LOCATION. 


6 hours of sunshine is ideal. If planted in full sun provide

a cool root-run by a good summer mulch of some loose 
material such as peat, straw, rotted manure, etc. 
FERTILIZING. Well-rotted manure is preferred with 
any well-balanced plant food as a good second. Work it 
well into the soil without disturbing the roots. Use a little 


lime occasionally. 


TRELLIS. Provide a support at once—a trellis, wire 


netting, old stumps, low shrubs, or stone walls. 


WINTER MULCH. With fall planting of Clematis 
use a mulch of straw, leaves, or peat moss for the first 
winter to prevent the soil from freezing and thawing, 
which sometimes damages the stems if they are unpro- 
tected. Mice and rabbits may be kept from eating the 
tops by hilling the soil up around the stems or by putting 
small screens around them. A winter mulch is cheap pro- 


tection for Clematis any time.

LIMBING plants have an important place in every well-planned garden. Having grown the Clematis hy- 
brids for many years and a large number of other kinds of flowering vines, we have come to realize the wide 
use to which they can be adapted. 


Many garden makers think of flowering vines merely as useful plants to screen unsightly areas. We like to 
think of them as rich, verdant masses of foliage to embellish doorways, porches, pergolas and arbors. In gardens, 
climbing plants often serve to make a pleasing transition between the house and the garden, or between large 
trees and small groups of shrubs. More rampant climbers can be used to grow over old tree stumps. 


Many of our climbing plants, in addition to interesting foliage and showy flowers, have unusual seed-pods. 
Both the flowers and the fruits offer unlimited possibilities for indoor decoration. 


Climbing plants can often be used to solve the problem of ground-covers in difficult areas. Often where there 
are outcroppings of rock, such climbing plants as Honeysuckle (in all its forms), Euonymus and Bittersweet 
can be introduced to clothe bare areas. 


Flowering vines trained on arbors and pergolas can often frame an interesting vista which can be enjoyed by 
the home-owner or the passerby. In summer, climbing plants add to the interest of the garden and often serve 
as a pleasing background for shrubs, perennials, and annuals. Walls and wire fences make admirable supports 
for this valuable group of plants.

T LAST the Clematis hybrids are getting their share 
AN of attention tn the garden world. Although many va- 
rieties were known in this country in the 90’s, they 
were forgotten for some curious reason. It is only within 
the last few years that garden makers have been made to 
realize the beauty and the value of this great plant family. 


No group of climbing plants ts more distinctive for its 
wide color range, its variety of forms, and its decorative 
possibilities. To be sure, the Clematis is a regal plant but 
it need not have a spacious setting. In fact, its greatest 
charm is the pleasing suggestion of informality which it 
lends to pergolas, trellises, arbors, fences and old tree 
stumps. 


The blooming dates given here are based on observa- 
tions made here at Fairport in the western part of New 
York State. As with most plants, the first display of 
bloom is more profuse than the autumn display. It ts 
important to realize that some varieties produce blooms 
on new wood and some on old wood. Accordingly, we are 
presenting the flowers in groups according to type.

OTTED specimens of Clematis can be used as decorative features 
on trellises, porches, and patios. In fact, there are many small 
gardens where potted plants can be used to great advantage. 


A 6-inch pot is large enough to hold an average-sized plant, and a 
mixture of 3 parts gritty loam and 1 part leafmold or lime is usually 
satisfactory. Of course, drainage must not be neglected, and moder- 
ately firm potting suits the plants best. 


To protect the crown of the plant, a bamboo cane, a wire trellis, or a 
wooden frame of some sort should be used so that the plants will have 
ample support.
